Letter from the Chairman of the Local Authority 
of the County of Aberdeen, to the Clerk of the 
Council, London. 

County Buildings, Aberdeen, 
October 12, 1886. 

County of Aberdeen Local Authority, Contagious 
Diseases (Animals) Acts, 1878 to 1886. 

Sir, . 

At the recent meeting of this local authority for the 
purpose of fixing the sum to be raised by means of the local 
rate, it was pointed our that since the commencement of the 
current financial year on 15th May last, Pleuro-Pneumonia 
had appeared at twenty-four places and that at the date of the 
meeting there still existed fourteen centres of the disease in the 
county, and from the whole information laid before it the meet- 
ing deemed it necessary to raise a total sum of 1,918?. 16s. 4c?. to 
meet the estimated expenditure of the current year. 

The attention of the meeting was also called to the cause of 
this outbreak of Pleuro-Pneumonia in the county which it was 
pointed out had arisen as on former occasions from the importa- 
tion of Irish cattle. It was stated by members present that the 
inspection of the cattle still continued to be most unsatisfactory 
and the treatment which the animals received in the course of 
transit to Scotland, and in the course of the journeys from market 
to market was such as not only to be most prejudicial to the 
health of the cattle, but to amount to positive cruelty. 

This authority have in former communications ventured to 
direct the attention of the Lords of Her Majesty s Privy Council 
to the serious defects which it is believed exist in connection with 
the importation of cattle from Ireland to Scotland. 

It has been pointed out that under the existing system of 
portal inspection, the inspectors, however well qualified, have 
neither the time nor the opportunity when large numbers of 
cattle are presented (or immediate shipment to make that careful 
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and minute inspection which is necessary to guard against the 
introduction of disease. 

It has also been pointed out that, whilst many of the pastoral 
districts of Ireland from which supplies of cattle are drawn may 
be able to show clean bills of health, yet that in many instances 
the fatiguing journey to the port of embarkation followed during 
transit to this country by enforced confinement on board ship, 
and subjection to a vitiated atmosphere, must necessarily render 
animals previously healthy less capable of resisting infection, and 
hence one animal suffering from a disease of so latent and subtle 
a character as Pleuro-Pneumonia may, under the circumstances 
indicated, spread the disease through many herds. 

This authority believe that these crying defects in connection 
with the cattle trade from Ireland still subsist to the same extent 
as in former years. 

But not only do this authority complain of the lack of efficient 
inspection, and of the defective means taken to protect the health 
of the cattle during transit, but they also beg very respectfully to 
ask the attention of the Privy Council to the treatment which the 
animals receive in their journeys from market to market in this 
country. 

It was represented to the meeting of this authority and confirmed 
by several gentlemen present, that these herds of Irish cattle are 
driven from market to market throughout the country, and that 
proper provision for supplying the animals with food and water, 
and with needful rest was too often neglected by the owners or 
the cattlemen in charge of them. 

This authority do not pretend to say what course should be 
adopted to check the evils complained of, but with a view to 
action, if found necessary, they venture most respectfully to urge 
that their Lordships should cause careful inquiry to be made into 
the whole circumstances attending the importation of cattle from 
Ireland into Scotland, and the treatment which the animals 
receive in the course of movement from market to market in this 
country.

Memorandum in reference to the Increase of Pleuro- 
Pneumonia in Great Britain and the Measures which 
should be adopted to Arrest its Spreading. 



History. 

Pleuro-Pneumonia appeared in Ireland in the latter part of 1840 ; 
it is stated to have been brought to that country by some cows 
which were landed at Cork from the Netherlands where the disease 
at the time prevailed. 

Pleuro-Pneumonia extended from Ireland to this country, and 
was first recognised in the London dairies in 1842. 

From these centres it spread rapidly over the country and 
reached Scotland in 1843 ; many of the earlier outbreaks in various 
parts of Great Britain were traced to the movement of cattle 
(store stock) from Ireland. 



Legislation. 

It was not until the Act of 1869 was passed that Pleuro- 
Pneumonia was included ‘in the list of contagious diseases of 
animals. 

The returns for 1871 show that Pleuro-Pneumonia existed in 
68 counties in Great Britain; that 1,669 outbreaks were reported, 
and that out of 5,859 cattle attacked and 133 which remained 
diseased at the commencement of 1871, 2,207 were reported 
to have been killed, 1,339 to have died, and 2,332 to have 
recovered. 

Under the Act of 1869 certain restrictions were imposed, 
including permissive slaughter of diseased cattle and those herded 
with them, but the disease continued to spread. 

In 1873 the slaughter of diseased cattle was made compulsory 
by Order of Council. 

The Act of 1878 provides for the declaration of infected places, 
for the slaughter of diseased cattle, and likewise empowers local 
authorities to slaughter cattle in contact with diseased cattle. 
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The following Table shows the number of cattle attacked with 
Pleuro-Pneumonia in each of the following years : —

Alleged Introduction of Pleuro-Pneumonia into Scotland by 
Irish Cattle. 

Pleuro-Pneumonia increased in Scotland during 1885 and 
1886. 

Communications have been frequently received from local 
authorities to the effect that the increase of Pleuro-Pneumonia 
in Scotland h due to the introduction of infected stock from 
Ireland. 

It appears from the Irish Returns that in 1885 there were 384 
outbreaks in the province of Leinster, chiefly in the counties of 
Dublin and Meath, and it is known that the disease now exists to 
a serious extent in the Dublin dairies. In Ulster there were 2 
outbreaks, in Munster 1, and in Connaught 2. 

Many of the outbreaks in Great Britain having occurred among 
cattle brought, not only from Dublin and Meath, but from 
various parts of Ireland, it is probable that the disease is more 
extensively prevalent in that country than the cases reported 
would indicate. In order therefore to settle this question it appears 
to be very desirable that a joint inquiry should be conducted by 
the Irish Veterinary Department and the English Agricultural 
Department, 

Measures to be adopted for the Extinction of Pleuro-Pneumonia. 

The extent of the disease in Ireland having been ascertained, 
it would be easy to divide that country into infected and uninfected 
districts. 

Exportation of cattle from infected districts in Ireland should 
be entirely prohibited. 

Cattle brought from other parts of - Ireland to Great Britain 
should be accompanied by a declaration stating their place of 
origin and the time that they have been in the owner’s possession ; 
this declaration should be endorsed by the inspector at the place 
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of export, and be given up to the officer appointed to receive it at 
the place of landing. 

The whole of Great Britain should be divided into districts. 
Each district should be under the charge of a competent veterinary 
officer appointed by the central department, with which he would 
be in constant communication. 

The further action which would be taken would depend upon 
the veterinary officer’s report ; generally it would consist either in 
immediate slaughter of infected herds or in the imposition of 
permanent restrictions on the movement of any cattle which had 
been exposfid to infection ; the latter course might be in some 
cases expedient when the disease broke out among dairy cows or 
pedigree stock. 

The experience which was gained during the existence of cattle- 
plague shows that the most successful method of eradicating disease 
is that of dealing with it through the agency of the central 
department, the expenses being paid out of the Imperial 
Exchequer.

Statement submitted by the Deputation from the Royal 
Agricultural Society op Ireland. 

The Royal Agricultural Society of Ireland deeply impressed with 
the urgent importance of drawing the attention of those in authority to 
the continued prevalence of Pleuro-Pneumonia in different parts of the 
United Kingdom have appointed a committee now associated with one 
from the United Irish Cattle Trade Association to lay before you their 
views in the matter and to urge on you the necessity of further action 
being taken to remedy the present state of things. 

In approaching this question we would desire to point out that it is 
of national importance and one which in our minds can only.be 
thoroughly and effectively coped with by action and remedies which 
should” as far as practicable be common to all the centres of disease 
throughout the kingdom. 

The centres are plainly the dairy yards of the great cities, as is shown 
for example by the cities of Glasgow, Edinburgh, and Dublin, in all of 
which the disease exists to a greater extent than in the rural districts. 

We, as representing the interests of the agriculturalists of Ireland 
have therefore approached you to-day to call attention to this very 
serious condition of affairs, and to express our opinion of what we 
consider to be the ineffectiveness of the Contagious Diseases (Animals) 
Act as at present administered to suppress this disease, which a great 
veterinary authority has designated as the most treacherous and the most 
intractable of all the zymotic class of maladies. 

As regards this disease in Ireland it appears from statistical returns 
for the year 1885 that during that year but six cases occurred in the 
provinces of Ulster, Munster, and Connaught, so that these provinces 
extending to about three-fourths of the whole of Ireland may be 
pronounced as practically free fiom disease, while as regards the 
remaining province, Leinster, it appears that the Dublin district 
comprising the Poor Law Unions of North and South Dublin were 
responsible for by far the greater part of the remainder, and those which 
were registered from outlying districts may be fairly attributed to the 
removal of the Dublin dairy cattle to pasturage in the summer months, 
so that, broadly put, we think we have conclusively shown that the 
accuracy of the assertion with which we started that the seat of the 
disease in Ireland is in the Metropolis. 

We do not propose to go in detail into these matters, but to confine 
ourselves to impressing upon you the possible result in the United 
Kingdom to the particular interest which we represent if this disease be 
not extirpated. 

On the part of the agriculturalists we ask the closest and most 
searching investigations into the whole matter, more particularly in 
the three cities referred to, and generally wherever the disease may be 
found. 

The questions in connection with this matter which press for 
immediate solution are, 

Does Pleuro-Pneumonia really exist in the Dublin Unions even to a 
greater extent than statistics show ? If it is prevalent, what is the 
remedy ? 

Is the Act of 1878, if properly administered, sufficient to cope with 
the disease ? 
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Do the present circumstances of the Dublin dairy yards generate 
or tend to perpetuate the disease ? 

We respectfully submit that reliable information on the whole 
subject can only be procured by the prompt appointment of a small 
Royal Commission composed of leading agriculturalists and veterinary 
surgeons who should be empowered to take evidence on the spot, 
as to the existence of infectious Pleuro-Pneumonia in Glasgow, 
Edinburgh, and Dublin and its neighbourhood, and decide on the most 
efficacious method of stamping it out. 

We would take the liberty of suggesting that Professor Robertson of 
London and Professor Whalley of Edinburgh be appointed on the Com- 
mission in order to give confidence to the public, and that the veterinary 
surgeon of the Royal Agricultural Society of Ireland be associated 
with them. 

As was pointed out at the commencement of this address we believe 
that whatever remedies may be adopted they should be general to the 
whole kingdom.

Letter from the Deputy Clerk of the Council, London, 
to the Clerk of the Council, Dublin. 

Sir, January 8, 1887. 

Your letter of 9th of December (No. 8) referring to the 
appointment of a small Royal Commission composed of leading 
agriculturists and veterinary surgeons, who should be empowered to 
take evidence on the spot as to the existence of infectious Pleuro- 
Pneumonia in Glasgow, Edinburgh, and Dublin and its neighbour- 
hood, and decide on the most efficacious method of stamping it 
out, has been submitted to the Lords of the . Council, and in 
reply, I am directed to inform you that their Lordships are of 
opinion that it is desirable, in the first instance, to complete the 
inquiry which is now being carried on by the officers of the 
Veterinary Department in Dublin and this department. When 
the report of the results of this inquiry is before their Lordships 
they will be in a better position to determine as to the necessity 
or otherwise of appointing a larger commission to continue the 
investigation.

Memorandum by the Professional Officer of the 
Agricultural Department. 

Memorandum in reference to Pleuro-Pneumonia in Ireland 
and the alleged Introduction of the Disease into Great 
Britain by Irish Cattle. 

January 1887. 

A memorandum on the subject of Pleuro-Pneumonia was 
submitted to the Lords of the Committee of Council for Agri- 
culture at a meeting which was held in November last. (See 
No. 2.) 

Instructions were then given that, as a preliminary procedure, 
an investigation should be conducted for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing the extent of prevalence of Pleuro-Pneumonia in Ireland, 
and the probable manner of its introduction into Great Britain. 

In accordance with these directions an inquiry has been made 
by the Chief Inspector and the Chief Travelling Inspector of 
the Agricultural Department, in conjunction with the officers of 
the Veterinary Department of the Irish Government. The 
reports of the inquiries are appended. These documents indicate 
that the investigation in respect of all the questions involved has 
been very carefully and even exhaustively conducted, and it is 
impossible to overrate (he importance of the conclusions which 
have been arrived at. In fact, it may be said that there is no 
longer any doubt as to the precise course which should be adopted 
for the extinction of the disease in Ireland, and it is also quite a 
matter of certainty that owing to the limited area to which 
Pleuro-Pneumonia is confined the present is a most opportune 
time for applying the necessary measures. Both reports agree in 
the conclusion that the area of Pleuro-Pneumonia is limited to 
the Dublin district and the adjoining counties of Meath, Wicklow, 
and Kildare. 

The extension of the disease to the grazing districts outside 
Dublin is the natural and easily foreseen result of the movement 
of cattle by licence of the local authorities out of iufected places, 
and even infected sheds in Dublin to the country round for feeding- 
purposes. 

Probably this course is within the terms of Keg. B. of Art. 13 
of the Animals (Ireland) Order of 1880, but it is certain that 
when the regulation was framed it was not intended to legalise 
the movement of animals which had been exposed to infection, 
nor was it contemplated that any veterinary inspector would 
deliberately certify in such circumstances that the movement 
was necessary. The continuance of this practice may, however, 
be prevented by an amendment of the Order. 

It was ascertained during the inquiry respecting the cattle 
trade in Ireland that three classes of animals are exported from 
Dublin to Great Britain : 
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(a.) Cattle which are brought from a distance by railway and 
go to the shipping place at North Wall without being un- 
trucked. 

(/».) Cattle which are brought in the summer months from the 
grazing districts round Dublin, where they may have been 
in contact with infected animals from the Dublin dairies. 

(c.) Cattle including milch cows which come from Dublin, and 
most probably many of them from the ^Dublin dairies. 

Major Tennant remarks that about 10,000 cows are shipped 
from Dublin to Great Britain r annually, and it can hardly be 
doubted that the Dublin dairyman takes his share in this trade, 
at least, there is nothing to prevent him, and the system referred 
to in the reports, of concealing outbreaks of Pleuro-Pneumonia 
by engaging the services of a “night slaughterman” to dispose 
of a diseased cow safely and expeditiously, affords an excellent 
opportunity for getting rid of the rest of the herd without causing 
suspicion by sending them into the Dublin market or direct to 
the shipping place at North Wall. This method of dealing with 
Pleuro-Pneumonia is not a novel one; on the contrary, it is 
familiar in every detail to the inspectors in Great Britain, and is 
most probably common to all parts of the world where animal 
plagues are associated with what cattle owners consider to be 
vexatious restrictions. 

Both the reports agree in the suggestion that if an area be 
defined round Dublin, excluding Dublin market, and the lairs, 
but including all the cowsheds in Dublin, and all movement of 
cnttle from that area except for immediate slaughter be inrer- 
dic'.ed, the exportation of cattle from Dublin would be compara- 
tively free from danger. 

Reported outbreaks of Pleuro-Pneumonia in districts outside 
the defined area, should, it is suggested, be made the subject of 
special investigation by the Central Department, and if confirmed 
should be dealt with by immediate slaughter of diseased animals 
and of those exposed to infection. 

Under the system suggested by the writers Pleuro-Pneumonia 
would, it may be presumed, ultimately die out, but the process 
would be a lingering one, as the entrance of fresh stock into the 
defined area must be provided for, otherwise the dairymen would 
be ruined by the ultimate extinction of their herds ; and when it 
is considered that, according to the testimony of the Irish cattle 
traders, the losses from the depreciation in the value of their 
stock, owing to the bad reputation which they have acquired, 
amount to 300,000/. per annum on a total of nearly 700,000 
cattle exported to Great Britain every year, there appears to be 
sufficient ground for adopting the alternative plan of stamping 
out the disease by slaughter. 

It appears from information which has been obtained from the 
Veterinary Department in Dublin that there were about 5,000 
cows, diseased and healthy, on the various premises in which 
Pleuro-Pneumonia was reported to exist in 1886. The slaughter 
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of the whole of this number, and the disinfection of the cowsheds 
might have been carried into effect at a cost of less than a 
sixth of the amount of the loss which the Irish cattle dealers 
themselves assert is inflicted upon them annually owing to the 
continued existence of Pleuro-Pneumonia in Dublin and its 
vicinity.

Report of an Inquiry respecting Pleuro-Pneumonia in Ireland by 
the Chief Inspector. 

During 1886 there were 348 outbreaks reported in the whole 
of Ireland; of these 314 occurred in the city of Dublin, 15 in 
co. Kildare, 12 in co. Meath, 3 in co. Wicklow, 2 in co. Limerick, 
1 in co. Kilkenny, 1 in co. Leitrim. 

As a result of my investigations in the outlying counties of 
Limerick, Leitrim, and Kilkenny, I have reason to believe that 
the disease reported in those counties was not Pleuro-Pneumonia 
but Tuberculosis, and I further ascertained from the veterinary 
inspectors that they believed that there was no Pleuro-Pneumonia 
in any part of their districts, and had not been for some years. 

From the whole of the evidence it is fair to conclude that 
Pleuro-Pneumonia is confirmed to the city and county of Dublin 
and the counties which adjoin the county of Dublin, viz., Wicklow, 
Meath, and Kildare. 

Some of the outbreaks in the counties of Wicklow, Meath, and 
Kildare appear to be the natural consequence of the movement of 
animals out of infected places in Dublin into the grazing districts. 

The city of Dublin is supplied with milk almost entirely from 
cows kept in the cowsheds within the city, a very small quantity 
indeed being brought in by rail. There are nearly 600 cowsheds 
in the city, among which there were no less than 314 outbreaks 
reported in 1886. 

It has been the custom of the owners of cows to move their 
animals into the rich pastures in the neighbourhood of the city 
every spring, and bring them in again in the autumn : some of 
the cattle are moved to a distance of ten miles from the city. 

With a view to facilitate this movement it has been the practice 
of the local authorities in the city of Dublin to grant movement 
licenses under Reg. B. of Art. 13 of the Animals (Ireland) Order 
for the movement of the cattle which have been in actual contact 
with diseased cattle in the infected sheds ; sometimes the licences 
have been given in cases where diseased cattle have only recently 
been slaughtered. 

In order to put some check on the indiscriminate movement of 
cattle out of infected places, the Privy Council in Dublin issue 
an order every spring, prohibiting the movement of cattle out of 
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any infected place in the city of Dublin until the expiration of 28 
days after the last case in the infected herd, but even this precaution 
will not prevent the movement of some diseased and infected 
stock, and I am of opinion that it is mainly to this general move- 
ment of stock out of the sheds into the pastures, that the con- 
tinuance of Pleuro-Pneumonia in Dublin is due. 

I visited and inspected many of the cowsheds in the city of 
Dublin, which for the most part consist of lean-to sheds in lame 
walled-in yards in the outskirts of the city ; in one instance" I 
found that the cattle in one yard belonged to five different owners. 
Generally speaking, the sheds are kept in a very dirty condition, 
in consequence of the flooring being defective, but there does not 
appear to be anything in the mode of housing the animals which 
is calculated to influence the spreading of the disease. 

The inspection is conducted in Dublin in the same manner as 
it is in London ; but it is supplemented by constant visits of some 
of the veterinary officers of the Central Department, who, when 
they detect any case of disease, draw the attention of the inspector 
of the local authority to the animal and suggest the desirability of 
slaughtering it forthwith. 

The result of my inquiries leads me to believe that Pleuro- 
Pneumonia exists permanently in the Dublin cowsheds only, and 
that all the outbreaks which occur outside the city are due to the 
movement of diseased and infected stock into the nemlibourinn- 
counties. ° ° 

I therefore beg to submit the following suggestions for dealing 
with Pleuro-Pneumonia in Ireland : — 

1. That a district be defined round the city of Dublin which 

will include all the cowsheds, and that all cattle moved 
into the defined district be branded and not allowed to 
be moved out alive. 

2. That when an outbreak of Pleuro-Pneumonia is reported 

outside this district in any part of Ireland the Central 
Department should inquire into the correctness of the 
report, and if satisfied in regard thereto should order the 
slaughter of all the diseased cattle and those which have 
been associated with them. 

3. That in making the defined area the Smithfield fat-stock 

market and private lairs, all of which are, on the outskirts 
of the town, be excluded therefrom, anti that all cattle 
intended for exportation from North Wall he moved by a 
certain defined route from the market to the export lairs, 
where they are inspected prior to being sent to Great 
Britain.

Report on the Irish Cattle Trade , in particular reference to the 
alleged importation of Pleuro-Pneumonia into Great Britain by 
Irish Cattle. 



I have been engaged for some time past in making myself 
acquainted with the methods of carrying on the cattle trade 
between Ireland and Great Britain, more especially in relation to 
the complaints that have been so frequently made of late as to the 
introduction of Pleuro-Pneumonia from the former into the latter 

country. . . . . 

During the prosecution of these inquiries i have had many 
opportunities of informing myself of the . opinions held by all 
classes of persons connected with the Irish cattle trade. . All 
concur in the expression of the view that, at the present time, 
contagious Pleuro-Pneumonia does not exist in Ireland at any 
other place than in the city of Dublin, where it is very prevalent. 
I have no reason to doubt that this opinion is correct. 

In order, therefore, to account for the introduction of 1 leuro- 
Pneumonia from Ireland into Great Britain, I have directed my 
inquiries more especially as to the trade carried on through and 
from Dublin into Great Britain. 

The number of cattle shipped at Dublin for British ports 
during the year 1885 (apparently a fair average year) amounted 
to upwards of 220,000. Of these 14,2,000 were fat cattle sup- 
posed to be fit for slaughter, the remaining 78,000 were store 
cattle, including one, two, and three year old animals for feeding 
purposes, and ° considerable number of cows either in milk, in 
calf, fat, or half-fat. I was unable to obtain any reliable infor- 
mation as to the number of cows shipped at Dublin, but I have 
reason to believe that the figures do not fall short of 10,000 



annually.

1st. Cattle brought from considerable distances by railway, and

1st. The large majority of the cattle shipped at Dublin are 
brought from considerable distances by railway and are conveyed 
without untrucking to the quay side. Here they are examined 
by the G overnment veterinary inspectors, and are then embarked. 
These animals are brought from districts that ate flee from 
disease, and it seems practically impossible that they can come 
into contract before shipment with any of the Dublin cattle, and 
no danger need be feared, I think, from the manner in which this 
portion of the trade is carried on.

2nd, There are a considerable number of cattle also shipped 
in Dublin which are brought from the grazing lands of Meath, 
Kildare, and Wicklow. 

During the winter months, when the dairy cows of Dublin arc 
kept in sheds within the city, there seems no reason to suppose 
that any appreciable risk is incurred from cattle imported into 
Great Britain from the counties named. 

In summer, however, the circumstances of this portion of the 
trade are much altered. Early in April the whole of the cattle 
population of Dublin are taken to the pastures surrounding the 
city. Some 10,000 head of cattle are thus turned out and arc 
spread over a district extending perhaps ten or twelve miles from 
Dublin, and which includes portions of the counties of Meath and 
Kildare. 

The cows from Dublin, many of them no doubt suffering from 
latent Pleuro-Pneumonia, are thus brought into association with 
the grazing cattle of these two counties, and a spread of the disease 
follows as a matter of course. That these grazing cattle, many of 
which eventually find their way to Great Britain, may not 
improbably be the bearers of disease, the following statement 
made to me by a veterinary inspector of one of the unions of 
county Meath will show. 

An outbreak of Pleuro-Pneumonia was reported last summer 
to have occurred on a grazing farm where there were a large 
number of store cattle, the outbreak being attributed to a cow 
brought from Dublin. The inspector, oil visiting the place, found 
two animals were affected, and they, together with four other cattle, 
were in a small paddock. On inquiry he satisfied himself that 
the diseased animals had been in association with a large number 
of the cattle on the farm, and that the six animals in the paddock 
had been separated from the others only a short time before Ins 
visit. In his declaration, therefore, he described the whole farm 
to be an infected place, but the local authority only confirmed 
the declaration so far as it related to the paddock containing the 
six cattle. A few days later the inspector found, on again 
visiting the place, that all the cattle in the fields surrounding the 
paddock had been sold and very probably had been shipped for 
Great Britain. 

The risk above described occurs only during the summer 
months. 

At the present time the only appreciable danger arises from 
cattle that may be taken from the Dublin dairies and imported 
into Great Britain. It is very difficult to form even a rough 
estimate of the numbers in this case. But cows of all de- 
scriptions are certainly shipped at Dublin for Liverpool, Holyhead, 
Silloth, and Glasgow', and the export under this head amounts, as 
already stated, to not less than 10,000 per annum. 
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There is no reason to doubt that the dairymen of Dublin 
mimbermg some six hundred, take their fair share in providing 
the animals to supply this demand. e 

Some few of the Dublin dairymen are said to be cow dealers 
as well as dairymen. Others hold farms in the neighbouring 
districts, while all, it is stated, keep many of their cows for three 
or four years and rear a few young stock from them. There is 
therefore every reason to suppose that a by no means inconsiderable 
numbei of animals from these dairies come into the market and 
eventually find their way to Great Britain. 

Another danger seems to exist from the probability that some

bouses in the city, llie combination of these two circumstances 
14 comparatively an easy task to hide the existence of 
disease. It is obviously to the advantage, from a pecuniary point 
of view, of the owner of a few cows, in the case of one of them 
bemg attacked with Pleuro-Pneumonia, to cause the diseased 
animal to be slaughtered by what is called in Dublin a “ ni<d,t 
slaughterman,’ and to sell the remaining apparently healthy 
animals in Dublin market. I have been assuredly two veterinary 
surgeons practising in Dublin that this is not unfrequently ZJ 
and, as many of the cows sold in Dublin market find their way to 
Dreat Britain, the danger from this source must be a serious one 
more particularly when it is remembered that one animal carrying 
the disease in its early stage into the hold of a yessel ma?

I have been assured by all connected with the trade with whom 
I have conversed that the ’continued prevalence of Pleuro- 

“'y , in j ures the reputation, and there- 
fore the price, of Irish cattle m the English market. Some dealers 
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compute this loss at not less than 10s. a head, representing on the 
yearly exports a sum of something like 300,0001. 

In view of the threatened competition from abroad in the store 
stock trade, the opinion seems general that the time has now 
arrived when drastic means should be taken to stamp out the 
disease in Dublin. 

The Dublin dairymen would no doubt strongly resist any 
restrictive measures, but the general feeling amongst those engaged 
in the Irish cattle trade would, I think, be as strongly in favour 
of them. 

Should any such steps be taken I would suggest that — 



1st. An infected area be declared which ;should include the 
whole of the dairies within the city of Dublin. 

2nd. That all cattle within the infected area should be marked 
by branding on the horn and by clipping the hair from the 
end of the tail. 

3rd. That no head of cattle should be permitted to leave the 
infected area, except for slaughter or for such special and 
exceptional purposes as may be specified by Order of 



Council. 

4th. That the immediate slaughter of not only the diseased 
animals, but also of the healthy animals in association with 
them, should be enforced by the Government of Ireland 
should any outbreaks occur outside the city of Dublin, and 
that an inspector of the Veterinary Department be des- 
patched from Dublin to the scene of each such outbreak 
in order to ensure the enforcement of the regulations. 

In declaring the infected area already referred to, I would 
sufgest that the Dublin market, and the adjacent lairs used for 
the keeping of cattle during the night preceding the market, might 
be excluded from the area, as the trade in these places might, I 
think, be carried on without risk, provided the regulations referring 
to the area were strictly enforced. 

With regard to the importation of cattle from Great Britain into 
Ireland, I would submit that greater precautions than arc now 
taken (should I have been correctly informed) seem urgently re- 
quired. During the year 1885, 552 store cattle were imported 
from Great Britain into Ireland. These animals were allowed to 
enter with a certificate of health from Great Britain and a 
veterinary inspection at the port of landing in Ireland. If any 
serious attempt is to be made to rid Ireland of Pleuro-Pneumonm, 
much more stringent regulations regarding importation will be re- 
quired in order to prevent the re-introduction of the disease from 
Great Britain.

Memorandum by the Professional Travelling Inspector, 
Veterinary Department, Dublin Castle. 

Sir W. S. B. Kaye, 

I have considered the memorandum (No. 5.) transmitted 
for my observations, and beg respectively to submit that for the 
purposes of the inspection carried on by this Department it has 
been the custom to enter upon the register compiled from reports 
of the Veterinary Inspectors, persons residing and who keep milch 
cows in Dublin or its vicinity, they are classified as follows: — 

1. Those who make milk producing and sale a trade — these 

are bona fide dairymen. 

2. Those who are dealers in dairy stock, and who sell the milk 

from cows while on their premises — which premises are 
licensed lairs — rather than throw it away. 

8. Those persons — generally residing in the suburbs of Dublin 
— who keep one or two cows for the use of their families 
and household, but who also sell their surplus milk to any- 
one who will purchase it. 

4. All other persons within the area of supervision who keep 
cows giving milk. This includes a number of people who 
keep but one cow and consume all the milk on their own 
premises. 

For the purpose of brevity every person above classified having; 
a cow is called a cow-keeper, and every place where the cow is 
kept a dairy yard. 

The area of supervision, extending over eight miles in one 
direction, by five in another, has been divided into twelve 
districts. 

The total number of yards, cowkeepers, and cattle in the city, 
as compared with the suburban districts, is as follows : —

For particulars regarding each district see Enclosure A., page 23. 
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The number of animals kept by each cow-keeper could not be 
stated in a report of this nature, but I have grouped them together 
andgiven the particulars in Enclosure B. (page 24). Upon referring 
to that it will be seen that the proportion of persons owning a num- 
ber of cattle up to five is less than one-third of the total number. It 
will further be observed that this class of small owners in the 
city amounts to 72, while those in the suburban districts amount 
to 86. It must also be remembered that it is in the latter districts 
that at least 50 of these are people belonging to Class 4, referred 
to above. This would indicate that out of a total of 530 cow- 
keepers there is only about one-fifth of them who can be classified 
as small dairy keepers. 

The milch cows exported from Dublin are chiefly such as have 
been brought up from the country ; some may have been exposed 
once in Dublin market, have not entered any dairy yard in 
Dublin, but have been rested in a lair and afterwards exported. 

There is every reason to doubt that the dairymen of Dublin 
take a fair share in providing milch cows to supply the demand 
in Great Britain. 

I find that there are at present about forty places under 
restriction, containing nearly four hundred and fifty cattle. The 
average value being about 13/ each, would total to 5,850/. It is 
certain that there will be further outbreaks, perhaps another 
forty, in the dairy yards, the cattle in which may be valued at 
5,850 Z. more. The probable cost of cleansing and disinfecting, 
including implements, material, extraneous help, with other in- 
cidental expenses, would amount probably to about 5,000/. The 
total expenses would amount to 16,000/. Against this there 
would be a recoupment of about 4,000/. as salvage on sale of 
the carcases, leaving the actual total expenses at about 
12,000/. 

The advisability of declaring an area so as to include infected 
places in and about Dublin and its vicinity, was considered in 
this Department some two years ago. It was less restrictive than 
that suggested by the Agricultural Department, but it was found 
necessary to abandon it on account of the difficulties which would 
have to be contended with. 

If the suggestion of the Agricultural Department be entertained, 
it would be necessary to declare two areas, one in North Dublin 
Union and the other in South Dublin Union, which would com- 
prise the twelve districts already mentioned, as well as some 
adjoining townlands. 

The movement of live cattle out of these areas should be 
interdicted. 

It should be made penal to have cattle upon any premises 
within the areas, except such as are afterwards excluded, which

Letter from Messrs. Gr. & J. Burns, Belfast, to the Clerk op 
the Council, Dublin.

There has quite recently come under our notice in con- 
nection with our business, a circumstance which discovers in the 
administration of the provisions of the Contagious Diseases 
(Animals) Act, 1878, an apparent defect; and as it may be 
grievously detrimental to the cattle dealers, and railway and 
shipping companies of Ireland, we deem it our duty, in the 
public interest, to invite your attention to it, in the hope that, if 
possible, the Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council in Ireland will 
be pleased to apply a remedy. 
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On 31st December last, the local authority of the county and 
burgh of Perth issued a notice as follows : — 



“ Pleuro-Pneumonia Disease. 

“ The local authority of the county of Perth and the local 
authority of the burgh of Perth, in virtue of the powers con- 
ferred upon them by ‘ c The Contagious Diseases (Animals) Acts, 
1878 to 1886,” and “ The Animals Order of 1886,” and of every 
other power enabling them in his behalf, do hereby, with the view 
of preventing the introduction of Pleuro-Pneumonia into their 
districts, make the following regulations : 

“ 1. No store cattle (including cows) shall be moved into the 
county or burgh of Perth from the district of any other 
Local Authority in England or Wales or Scotland, 
except as expressly authorised by these regulations. 

“ 2. Store cattle (including cows) may be moved into the county 
or burgh of Perth, provided they are accompanied by a 
written or printed declaration of the owner or his duly 
authorised agent, specifying the number of such cattle 
to be moved, and stating the place from which, and the 
local authority out of whose district such cattle are to 
be moved, and certifying that each head of such cattle 
so to be moved has been in the district of such local 
authority for a period of at least 56 days immediately 
preceding the date of such declaration, and is not, to 
the best of the declarant’s knowledge and belief, affected 
with Pleuro-Pneumonia, and has not during said period 
of 56 days been exposed to the infection of that disease. 

“ 3 . All declarations which accompany such cattle when being 
moved into the county of Perth shall, immediately on 
the arrival of the animals at their destination, be 
delivered to the nearest constable of police of the 
county of Perth ; and all declarations which accompany 
such cattle when being moved into the burgh of Perth 
shall, immediately on the arrival of the animals at their 
destination, be delivered to the city clerk, Perth. 

“ 4. These regulations shall take effect from and after 31st 
December, 1886, and shall remain in force until revoked 
or altered

£C I beg to inform you that I have received no order in reference 
to the Pleuro-Pneumonia in Scotland : if I do so I shall publish it 
in the usual way.” 

Apart from the ambiguity of the first notice — which 
necessitated the second — the fact that notices of local authorities 
of England and Scotland prohibiting the importation of cattle into 
their districts are not published officially in Ireland, causes the 
trade of Ireland to suffer, and the cattle dealers, the railway 
companies, and the steam-ship owners are left to run a risk of 
breaking the law unwittingly, or to pay the alternative penalty of 
having to carry back to Ireland stock which they may find, only 
too late, they dare not land in Great Britain. 

According to the Contagious Diseases (Animals) Act, 1878, 
section 44, a local authority (in England or Scotland) is considered 
to have proved any order or regulation issued by it — <c by the 
<c production of a newspaper purporting to contain the order or 
“ regulation as an advertisement,” &c., &c. But as the newspapers 
elected would]in all likelihood be local, dealers and others in Ireland 
vitally interested would know nothing of the order. 

Reading together clause 58 (Part II.) and clause 78 (Part III.) 
of the said Act, and taking into account other authoritative 
provisions of the Act generally, it seems to us to be competent 
for the Privy Council of England and Scotland to cause every 
local authority of England and Scotland to send them a copy of 
every order or regulation made by them ; for the Privy Council 
of England and Scotland to communicate a copy of said order 
or regulation to the Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council of Ireland ; 
and for the Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council of Ireland to issue 
such copy of order or regulation to every local authority in Ireland, 
causing the local authority to publish such order or regulation by 
advertisement in a newspaper circulating in the district of the 
local authority. 

We have a vivid recollection of the vast amount of loss which 
was entailed upon the trading community of Ireland fully two 
years ago, by the closing of England and Scotland against the 
importation of cattle from Ireland ; and now, although at a time 
of almost complete uninteruption of outlet (as regards Scotland, 
only the local authorities of Berwick, Galashiels, Edinburgh, 
Dundee, and Inverness having, we believe, issued regulations and 
notices of a restrictive character), we look upon it as of paramount 
importance that some such arrangement as we have taken the 
liberty of suggesting should be immediately put in force, for the 
dissemination of the fullest official information, for affording all 
reasonable facility to traders to conduct their business within legal 
bounds, and applying a necessary safeguard for the future.

breaks have this year been reported. 

At the present time Ireland is more free from Pleuro-Pneumonia 
than it has been for very many years, ami I would suggest that the 
Privy Council call the attention of the Irish Government to the singu- 
larly favourable opportunity which now presents itself for eradicating 
the disease m that country If no further action be taken in the matte?

I am directed by the Lord Lieutenant to acknowledge the 
receipt of your letter of the 18th instant (No. 15), in reply to 
my letter of the 14th instant, transmitting a communication 
received from Messrs. G. and J. Burns, of Belfast, relative to 
regulations made by local authorities in Scotland affecting the 
movement of cattle, and in reference thereto I am to state that it 
appears to his Excellency that exporters of Irish cattle have 
reasonable ground of complaint as to the manner in which local 
authorities in Scotland are exercising the powers conferred on 
them by the Animals Order 1 886, in making regulations which, 
although ostensibly intended to relate only to cattle in other 
districts in Great Britain, in effect restrict the admission of Irish 
cattle which have only just arrived in such districts, and which 
are brought from districts in Ireland where Pleuro-Pneumonia 
does not, and has not for years existed, and which are conveyed 
along routes and shipped at ports where they cannot come in 
contact with diseased cattle in Ireland. 

The result of the recent inquiry by Inspectors of the Agricul- 
tural Department has confirmed the view previously entertained 
by this Department, that the disease is, as a general rule, limited 
to Dublin and certain adjoining counties in the province of 
Leinster, while the districts in the north of Ireland, from which 
the cattle are collected that are shipped from the ports of London- 
derry, Portrush, Coleraine, Larne, and Belfast, are entirely free 
from disease. The same observation applies to the ports of 
Ballina, Sligo, and Westport, in the west of Ireland, and to the 
ports of Limerick, Cork, Waterford, and Wexford, in the south of 
Ireland. 

In these circumstances I am to urge upon their Lorships the 
propriety of impressing on the Scottish authorities when making 
regulations which interfere with the admission of cattle from 
Ireland, the necessity of exercising proper discrimination, having 
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regard to the facts of the case, and if the local authorities shall 
fail to make reasonable exceptions in favour of cattle from dis- 
tricts known to be free from disease, I am to suggest that their 
Lordships should exercise their powers under Article 186 and 
cancel such regulations as being of too restrictive a character, and 
inflicting a serious and unnecessary hardship on the entire export 
trade of this country.

Pleuro-Pneumonia Disease in Scotland. 

My Lord, 

For some little time past, in consequence of the spread of the 
above disease in Scotland, very many of the local authorities have 
issued instructions restricting the movement of cattle into their respec- 
tive districts from the district of any other local authority. 

In addition thereto, in some instances, the local authorities have 
directly forbidden the importation of cattle from Ireland generally, 
and where that has not been done they have, by their restrictions, 
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practically prohibited importation by enforcing what is tantamount to a 
quarantine of 56 days before allowing cattle to be removed from one 
district into another, so that, as we understand it, cattle arriving here 
from Ireland would not be allowed into those districts until they had 
remained at the port of debarkation for 56 days, and thereafter been 
certified free from disease ; this is of course prohibition to all intents 
and purposes. 

As your Lordship is aware the export trade in cattle from Ireland to 
Scotland is very large, and affects an important section of the public, 
and this matter, therefore, excites a great amount of interest on both 
sides of the Channel. 

Several questions have already been asked in the House of Commons 
on the subject, and some important information bearing upon it was 
given last night by the Secretary of State for Ireland, and we ourselves, 
as far back as the 12th February last, have been in communication with 
the Assistant Under Secretary at Dublin Castle. 

Our justification for addressing you on this matter is our connection 
with the cattle carrying trade from the north of Ireland to Scotland, 
through our lines of steamers running between Belfast and London- 
derry to Glasgow . This section of the cattle traffic is, as you may be 
aware, a very important one, and consists mainly of store cattle which 
are sent here in large numbers, and it is felt by our constituents, the 
cattle dealers in the north of Ireland, to be a great hardship that the 
local authorities in Scotland should prohibit the movement of Irish 
cattle into their districts indiscriminately, without making any distinc- 
tion either as to the locality or port from which the cattle have been 
sent, or the description of cattle, whether for store or dairy purposes. 

It is for this reason that we bring the matter before you, because, so 
far as we know, there have been no cases of Pleuro-Pneumonia traced 
to cattle coming from the north of Ireland, which, as we have said 
chiefly exports store cattle ; in fact, if the disease came from Ireland 
at all, which is questioned in some quarters, it arose through the dairy 
farmers in Dublin, and certainly not from, any port in the north of 
Ireland. It is, therefore, unreasonable for the local authorities in 
Scotland to boycott cattle from a district such as the nQj’th of Ireland 
to which the disease has not been traced. 



We beg that your Lordship will direct your attention to this matter 
and endeavour to provide a remedy. We have ventured to address our 
letter to your Lordship, as we are not aware of any central authority or 
department which takes charge of these matters in Scotland, but if 
there are any further steps which you can suggest that we should take, 
we shall only be too pleased to follow your advice.

Pleuro-Pneumonia Disease in Scotland, Importation of 
Irish Cattle. 

My Lord, 

The orders issued by various local authorities of counties and 
burghs in Scotland prohibiting the movement of cattle into their several 
districts from other parts of Scotland and also from England and Wales 
have had the practical effect of excluding the importation of cattle from 
Ireland, although in any orders we have seen Ireland is not specified or 
stated to be affected with Pleuro-Pneumonia, and we learn from well 
informed sources that the districts with which we are connected are 
entirely free from it. 

We are carriers of live stock by sea from Ireland, and are desired by 
a very large clientele to bring under your Lordship’s attention the fact 
that these orders are productive of a great deal of injury to a large 
portion of the Irish community (rearers of cattle, &c.) a.* well as to the 
public in Scotland who are deprived of supplies of healthy food thereby. 

It seems that the evil complained of might be obviated if suitable 
arrangements were made for the immediate transfer of stock from 
steamers to the railway trucks, without their coming in contact with 
any local cattle at the place of landing. 

If any particular district in Ireland should at any time be found to be 
affected with the disease, a cordon might be drawn round such district 
and the importation be allowed from other districts not affected, the 
stock being accompanied with certificates thut they had not been drawn 
from, or been in contact with any districts where disease existed. 
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This was the arrangement adopted on a former occasion, and it was 
found to work in a very satisfactory manner. 

We beg to submit these suggestions to your Lordship with all defer- 
ence, and the subject generally, as one of such importance as we are 
convinced will received your Lordship’s valued attention.

His Excellency observes that under Article 183 of the Animals 
Order of 1886, a local authority is only required to publish its 
regulations by “ advertisement in a newspaper circulating in the 
“ district of the local authority, or in such other manner as the 
“ local authority consider best fitted to ensure publicity for the 
“ same.” In view of the importance of the matter to exporters of 
Irish cattle, I am to request that their Lordships will be so good 
as to consider the propriety of communicating with the local 
authorities and desiring that any regulations made by them (and 
which may be permitted by their Lordships to remain in force) 
which directly or indirectly apply to Irish cattle, should be 
published in one or more of the leading Irish newspapers, or at 
least that copies of such regulations should be sent to the secretaries 
or agents of the cross-channel shipping companies, the railway 
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companies, and to the clerks of the poor law unions in which the 
Irish ports are situate, as per enclosed lists.

I have submitted your letters of March 22nd and 24th (Nos. 
17 and 20) and inclosures referring to the effect on the Irish cattle 
trade of regulations made by local authorities in Scotland under 
Article 20 of The Animals Order of 1886 to the Privy Council, 
and in reply thereto I am directed to point out that the object of 
Article 20 of The Animals Order is to enable local authorities in 
their discretion to prohibit or regulate the movement of cattle into 
their districts from the district of any other local authority in 
England, or Wales, or Scotland, and it appears to their Lordships 
that if local authorities who desire to avail themselves of this 
power for the protection of their districts against the introduction 
of disease were to make exceptions in favour of cattle from any 
particular districts either in Great Britain or Ireland the object of 
the Order might be defeated, as there are no means of ascertaining 
what animals in the prohibited district, whether recently introduced 
or not, had been exposed to infection, and further it would be almost 
impossible to ascertain Avhether or not animals moved from a pro- 
hibited district were those to which the prohibition should properly 
apply in the lace of an allegation to the contrary, and in these circum- 
stances the restrictions might easily be evaded. This difficulty would 
still exist so far as the exceptional treatment of Irish animals is con- 
cerned even if Ireland were absolutely free from Pleuro-Pneumonia. 
I am to add however that the Lords of the Council have directed 
that a circular letter (See No. 24) be issued to local authorities in 
Scotland calling attention to the statement in your letter of March 
the 22nd (No. 17) as to the freedom of the northern districts in 
Ireland from Pleuro-Pneumonia and also to the suggestion con- 
tained in your letter of March 24th (No. 20) as to the publication 
by local authorities of their regulations in Irish newspapers, but 
their Lordships do not feel that they could consistently interfere 
with the exercise of the discretion of local authorities in framing 
regulations for the protection of their own district and with 
regard to the mode of publication of the regulations it does not 
appear that the Lords of the Council could insist on the adoption 
of the method proposed in your letter of March 24th without 
going beyond the terms of the Order.

Irish Cattle Traffic. 

Sir, 

I EEC to inform you that a communication has been re- 
ceived from the Irish Government referring to complaints which 
have been made by exporters and carriers of Irish animals as to 
the effect of the regulations made by Scotch local authorities 
on the movement of Irish cattle brought from districts in Ireland 
where Pleuro-Pneumonia does not exist, and has not existed for 
many years, and which are conveyed along routes and shipped at 
ports where they cannot come in contact with diseased cattle in 
Ireland. It is stated that the ports referred to are Londonderry, 
Portrush, Coleraine, Larne, and Belfast, in the north, and Balling 
Sligo, and Westport in the west, and Limerick, Cork, Waterford, 
and Wexford in the soutli of Ireland. 

In a subsequent communication referring to the difficulties 
experienced by Irish traders in obtaining information as to the 
regulations made by local authorities in Scotland the Irish 
Government suggests that in order that exporters, carriers, and 
others concerned in the cattle trade may be made acquainted with 
any regulations which directly or indirectly affect the movement 
of Irish cattle after being landed in Great Britain, the local 
authority making such regulations should publish the same in one 
or mbre of the leading Irish newspapers ; or at least, that copies 
of such regulations should be sent to the secretaries or agents of 
the cross channel shipping companies, the railway companies, and 
the clerks of the poor law unions in which the Irish ports are 
situate whence the animals are exported. 
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In replying to the Irish Government on these points, the Lords 
of the Council stated that, while they did not feel that they could 
consistently interfere with the exercise of the discretion of local 
authorities in framing and publishing, in any mode they might 
think fit, regulations made for the protection of their own districts, 
they would, nevertheless, call attention to the views expressed by 
the Irish Government.

With reference to the previous correspondence relative to 
the regulations made by the local authorities in Scotland affecting 
the movement of cattle, and especially cattle from Ireland, into 
their districts, I am directed by the Lord Lieutenant to transmit, 
to be laid before the Lords of the Council, the accompanying copy 
of a resolution adopted on the 17th instant by the local authority 
of the Poor Law Union of Belfast, in whose district the Port of 
Belfast is situate and from which the largest number of cattle are 
annually exported from the North of Ireland, complaining of the 
injury and loss occasioned by the continuance of the restrictions in 
regard to the admission of Irish cattle into certain counties in 
Scotland, especially in view of the fact that the entire province of 
Ulster is and has been for a long time free from Pleuro- 
Pneumonia. 

As an instance of the manner in which the cattle trade of this 
country is injuriously interfered with, complaints have been made 
that certain local regulations in Scotland prohibit the admission of 
Irish cattle into their districts unless, amongst, other conditions, 
such cattle have been for a period of 56 days in some other dis- 
trict in Scotland, without having regard to the port or place in 
Ireland from which such cattle Averc brought ; or to the fact that 
special action has been taken by his Excellency in Council with 
a view to afford adequate safeguards against the exportation of 
cattle which are or have been in infected districts. 

Their Lordships are aware that an Order in Council has been 
made which requires that all cattle in certain defined districts in 
the North and South Dublin Unions shall be branded in a 
particular manner, and prohibits the exportation of such cattle 
and their exposure for sale in ihe Dublin market, except on a 
different day from that on which the ordinary market is held, and 
then for slaughter only ; and this Order is being rigidly enforced 
by the police. 

The local authorities of all the districts adjoining the North 
and South Dublin Unions have also made regulations prohibiting 
the entry into their Unions of cattle from the Dublin dairy yards. 

In most of the instances in which outbreaks of the disease have 
occurred outside the Dublin Unions, the local authorities on 
representations made to them by his Excellency’s direction, have 
voluntarily caused the slaughter of the cattle in contact with the 
affected cattle, and in some instances the slaughter has been 
enforced under special Orders in Council. 

His Excellency had hoped that the action taken by the Irish 
GoAernment in this matter would have resulted in the removal of 
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the harassing restrictions placed on the movement of Irish cattle 
in Scotland ; and he again desires me to invite the attention of 
their Lordships to the matter, in the hope that they will take 
effectual steps to remove any reasonable ground of complaint 
respecting the action of the Scottish authorities.

authorities in framing regulations for the protection of their 
districts. 

It appears to their Lordships that it would be impossible to 
take away from local authorities the power to protect their 
districts in the present state of disease in Scotland, and where 
they have prohibited or regulated the entry of cattle from all 
districts there can be no special grievance as regards Irish cattle, 
which does not equally apply to cattle from healthy districts in 
England or Scotland. 

The resolution of the Local Authority for the Belfast Union 
seems to imply that greater freedom is allowed to farmers in the 
rest of the United Kingdom than to those in Ireland ; this is not 
the case. On the contrary local authorities in Great Britain 
have no power to prohibit directly the entry of Irish cattle, 
although they can of course do so indirectly by excluding cattle 
from all districts in Great Britain.

the power to exclude those from other parts of the United 
Kingdom. 

I am to add that their Lordships carefully consider every 
regulation made by local authorities with a view to prevent any 
excess or even straining of the powers conferred upon them by 
the Order of Council.

Sir, 

1 am directed by the Lords J ustices to acknowledge the 
receipt of your communication of the 8th instant (No. 30) in 
reply to my further letter of the 25 th ultimo ; and I am to point 
out that it was not suggested in the latter that any of the powers 
possessed by the Local Authorities in Scotland should be taken 
away from them, but their Excellencies desire was that the Local 
Authorities should be urged to exercise those powers in a con- 
siderate manner. 

Regulations which have the effect of preventing cattle brought 
from districts in Ireland in which Pleuro-Pneumonia has not 
existed for several years, from being moved into a district in Scot- 
land, until such cattle have been for 56 days in some other district, 
in Great Britain appears to be unduly severe ; and it has been 
represented to their Excellencies that such provisions amount 
practically to prohibition. 

The importance of the matter is very great having regard to 
the extent of the trade hitherto carried on with Scotland. Last 
year over 166,000 cattle were sent direct to ports in Scotland 
from Ireland. 

It is to be observed that some Local Authorities in Scotland 
have recently modified their regulations with respect to the 
admission of Irish cattle, and it is hoped that others may be 
induced to take the same course.

1. In this Order words have the same meaning as in the Contagious

Granting of Movement Licenses. 

3. Notwithstanding anything contained in the Animals (Ireland) 
Order, no licence shall be granted for the movement of any cattle out 
of a place infected with Pleuro-Pneumonia in the poor law unions 
mentioned in the schedule hereto, for any of the purposes specified in 
Article 13 (1) B (e) of that Order, except with the consent of the Lord 
Lieutenant. 

4. The cattle moved under licence as provided in this Order out of a 
place infected with Pleuro-Pneumonia shall, after their arrival at the 
place specified in the licence, be kept, as far as practicable, separate 
from all cattle which have been moved out of places not infected with 
Pleuro-Pneumonia, until a period of twenty-eight days shall have 
elapsed from the date of the licence, and shall not during that period be 
again moved from the place specified in the licence. 

o. No licence shall be issued for the movement of catflc out of a 
place infected with Pleuro-Pneumonia into the district of another local 
authority until the endorsement licence of that other authority, as 
provided in Article 13 (1) C. of the Animals (Ireland) Order, shall have 
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been first obtained, and no licence shall be made available for more than 
three days, including the day of the date of issue. 

6. The person granting a movement licence under this Order shall 
forthwith send a copy of such licence to the Veterinary Department of 
the Privy Council Office. 

Delivery of Certificates. 

7. — (1.) A movement licence granted under this Order is not avail- 
able except when accompanied by the certificate on which it is granted. 

(2.) The person granting such movement licence under this Order, 
shall, for the identification of each certificate produced to him, mark the 
same by signing his name thereon, with the date of the production 
thereof to him. 

(3.) The person granting such movement licence shall deliver the 
certificate produced to him, when so marked, with the licence, to the 
person receiving the licence from him. 



Delivery of Licences. 

8. Every movement licence and certificate granted under the pro- 
visions of this Order, shall, after the expiration of the period for which 
such licence is available, be delivered with all practicable speed, by the 
person in charge of the cattle moved, at the nearest police station of the 
district in which the place where the cattle were moved under such 
licence is situate. 



Offences. 

9. — (1.) If an animal is moved in contravention of this Order, or of 
the conditions of a movement licence thereunder, the owner of the 
animal, and the person for the time being in charge thereof, and the 
person causing, directing, or permitting the movement, and the person 
moving or conveying the animal, and the consignee or other person 
receiving or keeping it, knowing it to have been moved in contravention 
as aforesaid, shall, each according to and in respect of his own acts and 
defaults, be deemed guilty of an offence against the Act of 1878. 

(2.) If a person in charge of animals being moved, where under this 
Order a movement licence is necessary, fails to deliver such licence at a 
police station as required by this Order, he shall be deemed guilty of an 
offence against the Act of 1878.

4. A copy of every regulation made by a local authority under this 
Order shall be forthwith forwarded to the Veterinary Department, 
Dublin Castle.

to and in respect of his own acts and defaults, be deemed guilty of an 
offence against the Act of 1878. 

(5.) If a head of cattle is nof slaughtered or exported as required by 
this Order, the person failing to cause the same to be so slaughtered 
or exported, shall be deemed guilty of an offence against the Act of 
1878.

Bv the Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council in Ireland. 

LONDONDERRY. 

We, the Lord Lieutenant-General and General Governor of Ireland, 
by and with the advice and consent of Her Majesty’s Privy Council in 
Ireland, by virtue and in exercise of the powers in us vested under the 
Contagious Diseases (Animals) Acts, 1878 to 1886, and of every other 
power enabling us in this behalf, do order, and it is hereby ordered as 
follows : — • 

Commencement. 

1. This Order shall commence and take effect from and immediately 
after the date hereof. 
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Interpretation . 

2. In this Order — 

Defined district means such part or parts of a poor law union as is 
or are described in the schedule to this Order, or in any Order 
amending same. 

The Metropolitan Market, or the market, means the New Cattle 
Market, at Prussia Street, in the city of Dublin. 

Lair means any place used as a place of rest for animals which are for 
shipment to Great Britain, or which are to be or have been exposed 
in the Metropolitan Market or at any public sale of animals in the 
Dublin metropolis. 

Cattle means bulls, cows, oxen, heifers and calves. 

Public sale includes a market or fair, and any sale, whether conducted 
by auction or not, which is open to the public, whether on payment 
of entrance money or other payment or not, whether it is held in a 
public place or not, and whether animals of different owners are 
exposed thereat or not ; and includes also an exhibition. 

Expose means expose for sale, or in any manner put up or offer for 
sale, or exhibit at an exhibition. 

Other terms have the same meaning as in the Contagious Diseases 
(Animals) Act, 1878. 



Revocation of the Pleuro-Pneumonia Order , No. XIX. 

3. The Pleuro-Pneumonia Order, No. XIX is hereby from and after 
the commencement of this Order revoked : Provided that such revocation 
shall not invalidate or make unlawful anything done under the Order 
hereby revoked, or affect any right, title, obligation, or liability accrued 
thereunder before the commencement of this Order, or interfere with 
the institution or prosecution of any proceeding in respect of any offence 
committed against, or any penalty incurred under, the said Order 
hereby revoked, before the commencement of this Order. 

4. No head of cattle that is or that may be hereafter in the defined 
districts shall be moved out of those districts by land or water, or shall 
be exposed in the market, except as herein-after provided. 

5. All cattle that arc or that may be hereafter in the defined districts, 
except as herein-after provided, shall be branded forthwith by and at the 
expense of the owner or the occupier of the lands, premises, or other 
place on which the cattle are or may hereafter be, in the following 
manner, namely 

The cattle shall be branded by burning upon the right horn and 
the outer portion of the right fore-hoof the following marks : —

In District No. II., S /|\ 

<). — (i.) Cattle not affected with Pleuro-Pneumonia may be moved by 
land out of such parts of the defined districts as are not comprised in a 
place infected with Pleuro-Pneumonia, for purposes of feeding and 
breeding, with a licence of the local authority, on a certificate of a 
veterinary inspector certifying that the cattle to be moved are not

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affected with Pleuro-Pneumonia, ancl have not, to the best of his know- 
ledge and belief, been exposed to the infection of Pleuro-Pneumonia. 

(ii.) The licence shall specify the purpose for which, the place to 
which, and the person to whom, the cattle are to be moved. 

(iii.) The cattle, after they are received at the place specified in the 
licence, shall not be moved at any time afterwards except with a further 
licence of the local authority, the granting of which shall be subject to 
the consent of the Lord Lieutenant. 

(iv.) If the cattle are to be moved into the district of another local 
authority, there shall also be requisite a licence of that other local 
authority, indorsed on or referring to the first-mentioned licence. 

(v.) The cattle, after they are received at the place specified in the 
licence of that other local authority, shall not be moved at any time 
afterwards except with a further licence of that other local authority, 
the granting of which shall be subject to the consent of the Lord 
Lieutenant. 

(vi.) The owner or person having charge of any place to which cattle 
are moved from the defined districts as provided in this Article shall, 
within 48 hours after any addition to or diminution of the number of 
cattle, give notice in writing of the fact thereof to the nearest police 
station or tne district in which the place where the cattle were moved 
under such licence is situate. 

(vii.) Tie form of licence (No. 4) given in tie First Schedule to the 
Animals (Ireland) Order, may be used for the purposes of this Article, 
and may be varied accordingly.

(i.) Shall be branded with the letter E, six inches long ; 

(ii.) Shall be exported within forty-eight hours after the day on which 
they are so exposed for sale ; 

(iii.) Shall not, during that time, be again exposed at any public 
sale within the defined districts ; and if — 

C . — Sold for Grazing or other Purposes outside the Defined Districts, 
or unsold. 

(i.) Shall be branded with the letter 0, six inches long ; and 
(ii.) Shall be moved direct to their destination outside the defined 
districts, not being a place infected with Pleuro-Pneumonia ; and if — 

D. Sold for Slaughter or for other Purposes within the Defined

(ii.) Shall be slaughtered within five days after the day on which

C. — Unsold. 

(i.) May be moved to a place within the defined districts not being a 
place infected with Pleuro-Pneumonia. 

13. All brand marks referred to in Articles 11 and 12 of this Order, 
except as specified in Article 11. D. (ii.), shall be placed upon the left 
hind quarter of each head of cattle, and such branding shall be done 
with the following composition, namely: — Rosin, five parts; oil of tur- 
pentine, two parts; and blue or red ochre, one part; melted and used 
warm by and at the expense of the owner, consignee, or other person 
exposing or in charge of the cattle. 

Excepted from Order. 

14. The provisions of this Order shall not affect — 

(i.) Cattle which are brought from a place outside the defined districts 
not being a place infected with Pleuro-Pneumonia, direct to the port 
of Dublin for exportation, provided that such cattle are shipped 
on the day of their arrival at the port, or if not so shipped are 
rested only in a lair licensed by the Lord Lieutenant, and are 
exported within twenty-four hours after the day of their arrival ; 

(ii.) Cattlo which are brought from a place outside the defined 
districts, not being a place infected with Pleuro-Pneumonia and 
which are moved direct through the defined districts to a place 
outside the defined districts, not being a place infected with Pleuro- 
Pneumonia ; 

(iii.) Cattle imported from Great Britain with the consent of the 
Lord Lieutenant and moved to a place outside the defined 
districts ; 

(iv.) Cattle brought from a place outside the defined districts and 
exhibited at the shows of the Royal Agricultural Society of Ireland 
held at Ball’s Bridge. 

Offences. 

IS — (1.) If a, head of cattle is moved in contravention of this Order 
or of the conditions of a movement licence thereunder, tile owner of the’ 
head of cattle, and the person for the time being in charge thereof and 
the person causing, directing, or permitting the movement, and’ the 
person moving or conveying the head of cattle, and the consignee or 
other person receiving or keeping it, knowing it to have been moved 
m contravention as aforesaid, shall each according to and in respect of 
his own acts and defaults, be deemed guilty of an offence against the 
Act ot 1878. 
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(2.) If a person in charge of cattle being moved, where under this 
Order a movement licence and certificate are necessary, fails to deliver 
such licence and certificate at a police station or other place, as required 
by this Order, or fails to give any notice which he is required to give by 
this Order, he shall be deemed guilty of an offence against the Act 
of 1878. 

(3.) If a head of cattle is not marked or branded as required by this 
Order, the owner or occupier of the lands, premises, or other place on 
which the head of cattle is, the owner or person in charge of the same, 
the owner, consignee, or other person exposing the same, and the person 
for the time being in charge thereof, and the purchaser thereof, and the 
person or company holding the sale, and the auctioneer, if any, or other 
person conducting the sale, shall, each according to and in respect of 
his or their own acts and defaults, be deemed guilty of an offence against 
the Act of 1878. 



(4.) If any person, with a view to unlawfully evade or defeat the 
operation of this Order, by clipping or washing, or in any other manner, 
takes out, effaces, or obliterates, or attempts to take out, efface or 
obliterate, any mark branded on a head of cattle, as required by this 
Order, the person doing the same, and the person causing, directing, or 
permitting the same to be done, and the owner of the head of cattle, and 
the person for the time being in charge thereof, shall, each according to 
and in respect of his own acts and defaults, be deemed guilty of an 
offence against the Act of 1878. 

(5.) If a head of cattle is not slaughtered or exported as required 
by this Order, the person failing to cause the same to be so slaughtered 
or exported, shall be deemed guilty of an offence against the Act of 
1878.
